Washington, April 15.—Decidedly the most warlike step taken by the war de- 


partment in preparing for the possibility of an encounter with Spain was inau- 


gurated today, when orders -were issued for the concentration at four points in the 


south of six regiments of cavalry, twenty-two regiments of 
light batteries of five regiments of artillery. 

As Chickamauga there will be six reciments of cavalry and the light batteries 
of five regiments of artillery; at New Orleans, eight regiments of infantry; at 
Tampa, seven regifnents of infantry. and at Mobile, seven regiments of infantry. 
Bince the civil war—mo such proportign of the army has been mobilized and the 
movement itself is the best evidence of the gravity of the situation as looked upon 
by the president and his advisors.

the result of the cabinet’s deliberation. There were hurried consultations, in which 
‘the quartermaster general, who has charge of the transportation of the troops; the 
cemmissary genera}, who looks after their subsistence, and representatiyes in 
Washington of various railroads running to the south, participated. 
’The heavy batteries of artillery { the five regiments wi!! remain at their prea. 
ent posts. 

The two regiments of artillery recently authorized by congress have not been 
recruited the full strength, and in addition, are not well equipped with horses 
and other necessary requisites, and therefore are not included in today’s orders. 

The department has so distributed the twenty-two regiments of infantry at 
such convenient places on the gulf that they will be accessible for transportation 
to Cuba. 3

Washington, April 15.—The Washington Post’s summary of the situa- 
tion to be published in tomorrow’s issue includes the following statement: 

“Immediately the president is empowered to use the army and navy he 
will issue an ultimatum to Spain, giving her twenty-four hours—possibly 
forty-eight—within which to answer whether she will peaceably withdraw 


her troops and flag from Cuba. 


Her refusal to evacuate the island, which is,

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BUYING MORE BATTLESHIPS. 


|-Seeretary Long Is Now. Dealing. with, 


Two South American Nations. 

Washington, April 15.—Several important 
and decisive steps in the work of war 
preparations were taken by the navy de- 
partment in the New York department to- 
day. It was decided when hostilities ap- 
pear certain to assign the naval reserves 
of New York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
Maryland and Michigan to the five auxillary 
cruisers hereafter to be known as patrol 
boats. These ships are the Prairie, the 
Dixie, the Yankee, the Yosemite and either 
the Venezuela or Yorktown, fhe latter of 
which was purchased today. It was de- 
cided to charter the American liners St. 
Louis, St. Paul, Paris and the New York. 

The Yorktown, of the Old Dominion line, 
and the Yumuri, of the Ward line, have 
been purchased. With these additions the 
fleet of converted vessels now includes the 
pick of the ocean liners and coasting steam- 
ers running under the American flag. 

But of greater moment than any of these 
developments was the reopening of nego- 
tiations for the purchase of two warships 
and several torpedo boats from Chile and 
Argentine. One of the cruisers is the 
Chilean O’Higgins, just completed in Eng- 
land. These negotiations are being con- 
ducted through Charles R. Flint, of New 
York. who has large commercial, and finan- 
cial interests in both countries. Mr. Flint 
was at the navy department today and 
held extended conferences with the secre- 
tary and other officials. While Mr. Flint 
would not say how far the negotiations had 
progressed, he intimated that the boun- 
dary dispute between Chile and Argentine 
was assuming such satisfactory shape as to 
warrant the presumption that they were 
not averse to parting with a portion of 
their navies. 

Naturally, however, neither country was 
inclined to weaken itself alone and the 
proposition was pending that each dis- 
pense of 2n equal amount of ships. It has 
taken definite shape in the suggestion that 
Chile shall sell the O’Higgins and one tor- 
pedo boat, while Argentine shall dispose of 
their Garibaldi or the San Martin, both fine 
cruisers, and two torpedo boats. This 
would leave the two navies in about the 
same respective condition. 

It ig the intention to shape al] matters 


for any emergency. The patrol ships will ' 


be assigned’ the Atlantic coast line and 
form a part of the general plan of defense. 
The scheme, as understood, is to assign one 
of the patrol vessels to each of the five di- 
visions that have been mapped out for the 
under command of Com- 
These vessels will 
be the flagships of their divisions and will 
be under command of 2 naval officer. 

The only other officer of the regular navy 
aboard will be one engineer, the rest of the 
officers and the crew are to be made up of 
the naval reserves, with the possible addi- 


tion of volunteers.

Daniel, Gray Spooner, Tellet and Tillman Take the.

Washington, April 15.—(Special.)—The efforts of those who desire immediate ac- 
tion on the resoluticns before the senate did not prove successful today, but 
after being in session from 10 o'clock this morning until after half-past 10 o'clock 
this evening, an agreement was reached by which a vote is to be taken tomorrow. 
It has been a day of speechmaking in the senate. Of all those who gave at 
greater or less length their views as to what should be done, two speeches stand 
out. These were by Senators Daniel and Spooner. 

Daniel’s speech was able particularly for his strong appeal in behaif 
of the right and justice and safety of the recognition of the Cuban re- 
public and his bitter arraignment of the policy pursued both by the pres- 
ent president and by his predecessor, to which he charged the responsibil- 
ity for the crisis which is now upon the country. ° 

Spooner’s speech was a string argument against recognition, every point that 
coyld possibiy be raised against such procedure being ably and forcefully put. 

Spooner is ore of the best lawyers in the senate, and he had evidently fortified 
the cause he represented. Spooner’s speech was in reality in favor of the house 
resolution and it is the general impression that it was made primarily with a 
view to making the house stick to its resolution rather than to accept the substi- 
state which the senate would send it. The evident play is for delay. 


|... Spooner represented more thoroughly than anybody else who has spoken 


the administration ideas. 

Through all negotiations that have been carried on with Spain, through every 
step that has been taken by this government Spooner has been close to the throne. 

With Hanna and Elkifie and Aldrich he completes the little clique that would 
give to the president every power, because they believe that by so doing they 
might either avert war or so shape the future policy with regard to the govern- 
ment of Cuba as to benefit those whose tnterests they are guarding. 

Thése people still hope for delay. Their’ present aim is to hold off action by 
congress until after Wednesday, when the cortes meeets. One of this quartet has 
been in constant conference with the closest friends which Spain has in America. 

At Senator Elkins’s home, in this city, there have met John McCook, 
Archbishop Ireland and the Spanish minister, all of them working to the 
same end—peace that will benefit Spain in preference to Cuba. 

What assurance this clique may have that the cortes can be induced to let go 
of Cuba are of course not known. It {s difficult to believe that they can be work- 
ing for delay on any other hypothesis than the freedom of Cuba from Spain. 

But there are many people still who believe that they hope to be able to save 
the Spanish bondholders, and if they do somebody in this cotintrv is going to 
make a good thing of it.. We are to have another day of talk, but before ad- 
journment tomorrow some one of the resolutions now before the senate will have 
been adopted. 

It may be that this action will be reached in time to send the resolutions to 
the house, but if it is true that the play is for delay until next Wednesday, there 
is a go chance, with the aid and assistance of the speaker of the house, that 
this wilf be accomplished. Under the agreement fixed, Senators White, Caffery 
-and Wellington, who are opposed to any action that can look to war, are to be 
given the first four hours tomorrow. After that the debate is to be restricted to 
speeches of fifteen minutes. At what hour a vote will be reached it is impossible 


now to say with any certainty. 


It is the impression that the cause of recognition may have lost some 


ground. 

It is the talk that Senator Daniel’s bitter arraignment of McKinley has in- 
duced some republicans who were inclined to recognition to change their mind. 
If there is any truth in this, perhaps Senator Spooner’s speech contributed to that 
end, for it was certainly an able effort. , 

The scene in the senate will pass into history as one of the great days of the 
senate. Thronged galleries looked down upon the half-circular chamber below, 
where were assembled scores of men who had written pages of American h’story. 
Among the distinguished audience were a hundred or more of the members of the 
house of representatives, justicés of the supreme court, members Of the presi- 
dent’s cabinet and others eminént in the life of the country. 

It was an inspiring day in the historic scene and one rarely witnessed even in 
this country of great and noble assemblages. In such circumstances it is not 
surprising that the brilliant orators who addressed the senate rose to and even 
surpassed their best previous efforts. The occasion, the surroundings, the momen- 
tous subject under discussion—war, with its awful consequences—inspired them. 

Their lips were rich with eloqu&nce; their reasoning close and cogent; their wit 
as keen as the flash of the sword, their colloquies as sharp and piercing 2s the 
pistol’s crack. 

A sensational incident not really growing out of the debate upon the pending 
question occurred at 9-95 o'clock tonight. In consisted of a personal squabble be- 


tween Mr. Money, of Mississippi, and Mr. Wellington, of Maryland, a full account 


of which will be found below. 

Mr. Cvllom, of Illinois, was the first to address the senate today. He de 
clared that the hour for action by this country was about to strike. Spain’s 
black crimes, he said, call aloud for vengeance, and that vengeance will be taken 
by the American people in the interest of humanity. They declared that the 
Maine disaster was an ect of deliberate and atrocious murder.

I am 
satisfied that we seldom hear the flutter of 
their wings in this senate.” (Laughter. 

Discussing the criticisms which have been 
made of the delay in action by the senate.

“Assuming that you are sincere in your 
demand for fair methods, and in order 
that you may not have cause to apprehend 
the danger of a combination between Mr. 
Rerner and myself, 1 come to you with a 
Vroposition which, if accepted by you and 
Mr. Berner, and made effective by the ac- 
tion of the state executive committee, will 


render impossible any coliusion between 


Mr. Berner and myself, or between you 
and Mr, Berner. It is rhis: 

Let us unite in asking the state ex- 
ecutive committee to reconvene and 
adopt the following rule, viz: Upon 
the consolidation of the vote in each 
county, the county executive commit- 
tee shall divide the delegation among 
the three candidates in exact propor- 
tion to the vote cast for each, to the 
end that each candidate may have the 
full benefit of every vote cast.for him 
in every county ofthe state, 

“This plan is absolutely fair: but if ab- 
jectionable, either to the committee or to 
yourself and Mr. Berner, I submit a second 
proposition as follows: 

Upon consolidating the vote in each 
county, the county executive commit- 
tee shall divide the delegation among 
the three candidates in exact propor- 
tion to the vote cast for each; pro- 
vided, that in the event any candidate 
shall receive a majority of all the 
votes cast, then he to have the entire 


delegation of the county. 

“Tf you should be the choice of a majority 
of the democratic voters of a county, I 
would like to know how a combination be- 
tween Mr. Berner and mvself could affect 

ur interests, On the otber hand. if you 
fiould not be the choice of a majority of 
the voters of a county, by what right 
would you claim the whole delegation? Sup- 
pose, for illustration, that in the primary 
contest in Fulton county, on June 6th, Mr. 
Berner should receive 500 votes, I should 
get hO votes and 5091 votes should be cast 

. fer you. Would you claim to be the choice 
¢ majority of the democratic voters of 
. county? And would you, on the 
svAngth of this claim, insist that it is fair 
that the delegates be instructed for you? 
‘T submit to an intelligent public that itis 
not in accord with vour oft-repeated proté 
tations of ‘fairness’ to accept a count# 
felegation under these conditions. No cane 
didate should have in the.state convention 
the delegation of a county unless he is the 
choice of a majority of the democrats vot- 
ing in the primary election held in that 
county. Under the rule adovted by the 
ttate executive committee, at its last meet- 
ing. it Is possible for a minority candidate 
ts obtain the entire delegation of a county, 
Which even you must admit is unfair. 

“If efther of the plans suggested ahove 
were adopted, the politicians would have 
mo chance to make combinations to defeat 
the will of the people, nor could a minori‘v 
tandidate secure the entire delegation of 
a county. T sincerely trust that you will 
join me in urging upon the state executive 
mmmittee the adontiion of one of these 
Mans, and in view of your professed desire 
for fairness and honesty, T am encouraged 
to believe that you will) not reject the prop- 
osition. 

“In conclusion. permit to say that. tnas- 
mich as T shall probably be denied the 
privilege of meetine you ‘in the open,’ T 
em not averse to ‘further correspondence 
Mreuch the public prints.” and shall be 
tla to have some expression from vou re- 
rarding the several points herein submitted 
or your consideration.

SEVENTH DISTRICT CAMPAIGN. 


Hon. Wat Harris Announces To Con- 
test Seat of Hon. John W. Maddox. 
Cartersville, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)—The 

candidacy of Hon. Wat Harris to represent 

the seventh congressional district has be- 
hind it strong backing. 

The record of Mr. Harris as an unswerv- 
ing democrat is unassailable. His strong 
personality and fidelity to principle have 
made him many friends, In his address he 
says: 

“Il announce my candidacy for congress, 
subject to the party’s action. Born and 
reared in the district, my lor is cast with 
its citizens, and all-ot my jnterests, except 
an humble cottage, he In the fields and hills 
of the country. In the prosperity of the 
agricultural interests lies my prosperity, 
and by its depression I am loser, Since 
my majority I have never failed to support 
the principles of the party, nor have I 
ever scratched my party’s ticket. i indorse 
the party's phatform, and pledge an active 
support to its every declaration. 

“I ecndemn the reckless expenditure of 
mcrey that congress daily permits. Every 
extravagance is a tax upon the people and 
comes at last from their earnings. 

“Il condemn the protective tariff. Under 
it We pay tribute to the eastern and north- 
«rn manufacturers, already rich at our 
cost. A tariff for revenue only, to defray 
the expenses of the government, economic- 
ally administered, is the only tariff that 
can justly be imposed upon the people, 
and this tariff should be so )aid as that its 
benefits, as well as its burdens, should be 
equally distributed among all sections of 
the country alike. If protection is incidental 
to this tariff, then I demand that the ag- 
riculturalist and the ore producers of this 
section have their equal share of its bene- 
fits. Their claims have too long been neg- 
lected. 

“I indorse the demand for a graduated 
federal income tax. This is just; for wealth 
ought not to be allowed to shirk its share 
of the burdens of government. Manufac- 
turers of protected articles, whose incomes 
reach into the hundreds of thousands by 
reason of governmental favoritism, pay no 
federal tax, while the consumer bears the 
burden by his daily purchases of the pro- 
tected articles. Such a tax is necessary to 
prevent the growth of those immense for- 
tures which constitute a menace to our 
form of government. The existing condition 
in which those who have the least protec- 
tection from the government have to pay 
the most tax, and those who have the most 
protection pay the least, cannot be de- 
fended. 

“Il am of that class, and one of those, 
who have suffered from the increased value 
of money and the decreased value of land 
and its product. A dollar that buys too 
much grain or cotton or product of labor 
can lay no claim to being called an honest 
dollar. Such a condition is the result of 
an inadequate volume of currency, and 
with a zeal and experience, born of person- 
al loss, I indorse and will advocate the 
free and unlimited coinage of both gold and 
silver at the present ratio and without dis- 
crimination. 

“The tax on issue of state banks should 
be repealed. In this neglected plank of our 
platform lies a sure relief from the present 
congestion of the currency. Such an issue 
can be made as safe aa a state bond and 
would furnish a local and flexible supply of 
honest money that would bring increase 
and gladness to a long suffering people. 

“I condemn as undemocratic & tao long 
tenure of office. It begets the idea that it is 
personal property to the holder, and the 
people’s right to call for an accounting and 
to change its servants is denied; and by the 
selfish use of patronage, the uhfit and un- 
acceptable servant perpetuates himself in 
power. It surely leads to venal methods; 
and public office, which should be a public 
trust, becomes a commercial commodity. 
Such were not the methods of our fathers. 

“I oppose trusts and monopolies, and I 
point to and condemn that political trust 
‘and monopoly in Floyd county which has 
by its schemes dominated the better ele- 
ment of the county and which assays to 
dictate to the entire district and per- 
petuate in office their beneficiary and ex- 
ponent. Until this year the party has 
walked in the paths of democratic usage 
and precedent in all of its nominations. 
In each one since the war every county 
has had its individual vote apportioned 
to its membership in the legislature. The 
autonomy of the counties, large or small, 
was preserved. The executive committee 
of the state recognizes each county’s right 
to express its individual views in the sgse- 
lection of a candidate for the high office of 
governor of Georgia and candidates for the 
supreme bench of the state. | 

“This method has heretofore been satis- 
factory and efficient. It was even deemed 
so when the absent Fverett was defeated 
during his first term, while he answered to 
the roll call of duty at Washington, and 
the same method answered all purposes 
for the three nominations of the present 
incumbent. 

“Our executive committee met in Rome 
on the 9th of April. By a vote of counties 
the entire system of nomination was chanx- 
ed and the smaller counties put at the 
mercy of the larger. I opposed the scheme. 
I shall denounce and expose it. It is a 
new departure. It is a menace to demac- 
racy. It was an affront to those honora- 
ble gentlemen from Haralson and Polk and 
Walker, whose ambition was worthy of 
fairer treatment. It was neither fixed nor 
favored by me or my friends. The commit- 
tee erred. Their people did not ask or even 
agitate a change awav from the center of 
the political trust. They should meet and 
correct the error. Unless they do harm 
will result. 

“The unusual early date fixed for prima- 
ries for congressional candidates precinoi- 
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tates the campaign. and I respectfully in- 
vite any one who is the intended henefi- 
ciliary of this recent dispensation to go be- 
fore the district with me in joint discussion 
of the- various issues involved. 

“T shall apveal to the old. democratic 
spirit of the district in every county where 
TI can find an audience and ask their sup- 
port. I confess to an ambition to stand 
in the halls of congress representing this 
peovle. voicing their wishes and urging 
their demands. To their loyal service I 
would devote my every energy. So honored 
and so trusted. not act of mine. publle or 
private, should ever bring shame upon the 
commission I held. T should be toa rrate- 
ful to be untrue or neglectful of their inter- 
est. Respectfully, J. W. HARRIS.”

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MANEUVERS AT SEA 


Commedore Schley Takes His Battleships 
Out for Hard Work. 


ALL RETURN TO FORT MONROE 


Big Cruisers Turm Quickly in Response 
| to Officer’s Orders. 


THE SIGNALS WORK ALL RIGHT 


Target Shooting Makes a Showing 
That Pleases the Commander 
and His Associates. 


Fort Monroe, Va., April 15.—The American 
flying squadron, the departure of which 
caused so much excitement cn Wednesday, 
returned today to anchorage at Fort Mon- 
roe, after having completed two days aid 
two nights of arduous labor with satisfac- 
tion to Commodore Schley. Commodore 
Schley wanted the captains of the fleet to 
know each other in the movement of their 
vessels and to be able to answer quickly 
to tall signals for movements hable to be 
made in case of a fight. Running down to 
Cape Henry on Wednesday afternoon the 
squadron was taken fifteen miles vut to 
sea, at the same time maneuvering in re- 
sponse to the signals from the flagship. 

All of the big vessels responded quickly, 
the exceedingly heavy battlesnips Massa- 
chusetts and Texas being especially and 
surprisingly quick. Line of battle was 
formed with the Brooklyn on the right, the 
Massachusetts to the left of the Brooklyn, 
the Minneapolis to the left of the Massa- 
chusetts, the Columbia next and the Texas 
on the extreme left acting as guide. The 
signal to anchor in line was obeyed so well 
that an almost perfect alignment was 
obtained, Anchorage was made on Wednes- 
day night fifteen miles east of Cape Charlies 
light and near the old drill ground, 

Vessels Drill in Rain and Sleet. 

Thursday morning found very unfavora- 
ble conditions for either maneuvering or 
using the guns, the weather being intense- 
ly disagreeable with a heavy rain and hail 
storm and a high sea, but Commodore 
Schley decided to go out and begin the 
mianeuvers. The Massachuestts dipped her 
low nose in the water time after time, tak- 
ing up tons of water, but was handled 
beautifully, coming up to alignment or clir- 
cling about to right or left more quickly 
than a light cruiser. 

The other vessels also were quick to re- 
spond to signal. This drill was kept up all 
day and at nightfall anchorage was made 
at a point thirteen miles from Cape 
Charles. After dark signal work by elec- 
tric lights was practiced for two hours. 

At 9 o'clock, when most of the officers 
and men had prepared to retire, the call 
to quarters and battle calls were sourded. 
On the Brooklyn so quickly was the work 
done that every division officer had report- 
ed “ready’’ in four minutes and the ship 
was ready for battle, with water tight 
compartments closed, ammunition hoisted 
to guns, turrets swinging, battle hatches 
down wnd the crews at the guns ready to 
shoot. Thé other ships reported almost as 
quickly. 

Shot Straight at the Mark. 

Friday morning was given up to practice 
at the guns, al) the ships putting out tar- 
gets at 800 yards. The gunners on the 
Brooklyn cut the flag from the top of their 
target within twenty minutes, remarkable 
work, when it is considered that the target 
was but eighteen ftnches square and fhe 
flagstaff but two inches wide. 

At 1 o'clock the ships were signaled by 
Commodore Schley to head for Hampton 
Roads for anchorage, with the exception 
of the Texas, which was ordered to remain 
and try her big guns and improved tur- 
rets with solid shot. The rest of the, squad- 
ron anchored off Fort Monroe at about 6 
o'clock. 

Commodore Schley expressed himself as 
very much pleased with the work of the 
captains of the vessels under his charge. 
The maneuvers of the boats and the work 
of the crews at the guns were both high- 
ly pleasing. He called particular attention 
to the rapidity with which the “battle call 
to quarters’’ on the Brooklyn was respond- 
ed to. He also called attention to the tar- 
get practice of the rapid fire guns, saying: 

“T don’t think any torpedo boat would 
live under that fire.”’ 

Old English Style Beaten. 

The Texas ran into Hampton Roads 
about 6 o’clock and joined the squadron. 
Captain Philip said that the new turret 
arrangement had worked with great satis- 
faction and that the big guns could be 


loaded by Lieutenant Haeseler’s new au- 
tomatic arrangement at any angle and very 
quickly. He could fire more than twice as 
many shots now, he said, than under the 
old English arrangement. 

The Columbia and Minneapolis went up 
to Newport News tonight after coal, so as 
to fill up their bunkers, replacing that used 
today. Commodore Schley is very much 
pleased with the skillful way in which the 
new crews of the Minneapolis and Colum- 
bia obeyed signals. The boats are Mrge and 
require much room to turn in, but Captains 
Jewell and Sands were both warmly com- 
mended. 

The Brooklyn in anchoring tonight lost 
one of her big anchors, the chain breaking. 
bing Norfolk navy yard people will recov- 
er it. 


NO NAVAL DEMONSTRATION. 


British Foreign Office Declines To Dis- 
cuss the Question. 

London, April 15.—The officials of the 
British foreign office today, when ques- 
tioned on the subject, refused to make a 
statement on the hypothetical case as to 
whether Great Britain would join in a 
naval demonstration in behalf of Spain, 
but they added that they did not believe 
such a demonstration would be attempted. 

A repres ative of the Associated Press, 
however, ans from the ambassador here 
of a continental power, that no such dem- 
onstration is contemplated. 

The Rome correspondent of The Daily 
Mail says: 

“The foreign office declares absolutely 
untrue that the powers have even discussed 
any proposition of concrete action in the 
Hispano-American dispute. So far they 
have merely decided, for the moment, to 
offer no further interventjon as a body.” 

A special dispatch from Madrid, publish- 
ed this afternoon, says: 

“The note to the powers will review the 
whole Cuban question, pointing out thar 
all the trouble with the United States 
arises through the clamor ef the sugar 
manufacturers, who, it is claimed, fo- 
mented and organized the entire revolt. 
Attention will be recalled to the allegea 
unmolested American filibusterings and it 
will be asserted that the chief insurgent 
leaders are not Cubans, but adventurers 
of all nationalities, whose sole purpose is 
plunder and robbery.

More than that, if the administration 
iad given the word to the republicans 
in congress to recognize the indepen- 
dence of Cuba, that act would have been 
the means of bringing hostilities to a 
conclusion, without involving our gov- 
ernment in the matter. But this simple, 
easy, sensible, dignified policy has been 
thrown to the winds, and congress and 
the people are asked to embark on an 
adventure which has no reasonable.basis 
and no definite end. We do not criti- 
cise, we simply state the facts. 

Therefore, in spite of the fact that all 
interests would infinitely prefer peace to 
war, the administration, with no definite 


policy, no plainly declared purpose, has | 


made war inevitable. This is the light 
in which candor compels us to view the 
programme of the adminisfration, in so 
far as a jumbled and tangled policy can 
be said to be a programme. What 
is definite is carefully concealed, and 
that which is exposed is not, at this mo- 
ment, calculated to give us a very dig- 
nified position in the eyes of the world, 
if, indeed, as some declare, we really 
care for the opinion of “the world.” 


A Bit of History. 

Consul] General Lee’s testimony before 
the senate committee was given with the 
candor and directness characteristic of 
the man whose cheerful courage in the 
midst of a threatening and dangerous 
situation (unduly prolonged by the craft 
or folly of two administrations) has won 
for him a distinction second to that of 
hone of our public men. 

The evidence given shows that there 
‘has been no excuse whatever for the 
failure of this government to intervene 
in Cuba in behalf of peace, justice and 
humanity; to intervene, not for the pur- 


publie opinion. 

As Cleveland failed to do his duty, so 
has McKinley failed. There has never 
been a moment, since Lee was providen- 
tially sent to Cuba up to three months 
ago, when the Cuban question could not 
have been settled peacefully and satis- 
factorily. The easiest and simplest set- 
tlement would have been the recognition 
of Cuban independence, or it could have 
been settled by permitting the Cubans to 
purchase arms and ammunition in this 
country, as, according to the decision of 
the courts, they had an undoubted right 
to do. Instead of that, both Cleveland 
and McKinley persisted in employing the 
war vessels of this republic to patrol the 
high seas in the interests of Spain, at a 
cost to the people of some milliong of 
dollars. 

In his message last December Mr. Mc- 
Kinley said it was not war, but extermin- 
ation. Having said that much, his con- 
science went to bed again until a few 
davs ago, when it aroused itself to the 


point of making some remarks. But it | 


has no definite policy. It calls for war, 
but gives no reason for it. Having made 
war inevitable, Mr. McKinley refuses to 
say what the object of it is. 

Such is the history, briefly given, of 
the remarkable pottering and blathering 
of two administrations, both represent- 
ing interests in which the people have 
no concern.

Amer- 
ica, North and South, has a set of inter- 
ests distinct from those of Europe and 
peculiarly her own. She should therefore 
have a system of her own, separate 
apart from that of Europe. V hile thé last 
is laboring to become the domicile of des- 
potism, our endeavor should surely be to 
make our hemisphere that of freedom. 
While the state department in its peace 
negotiations has displayed but little of 
the spirit which pervades this utterance, 
being willing in its ill-advised course to 
venture even to the length of submitting 


sis to European arbitration, we rejoice 
in the satisfaction that the great masses 
of our people are immersed too deeply 
in the spirit of the ‘Monroe doctrine to 
purchase peace at the sacrifice of princi- 
ple. ‘ 


Minis 
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Great Britain and the United States. 

We publish elsewhere a communica- 
tion from the pen of Dr. Alexander W. 
Stirling, of this city, touching upon the 
international relations which exist be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. Dr. Stirling writes with the evi- 
dent solicitude of one who is profoundly 
anxious to bring about a closer union be- 
tween the two great branches of the An- 
glo-Saxon race. 

While there are many points of dif- 
ference between these two great gov- 
ernments, there are also many points of 
similarity. So far as the trend of re- 
cent events is concerned, much more 
stress has been laid upon the latter than 
upon the former. ‘With the prospect of 
immediate hostilities with Spain econ- 
fronting us, we cannut fail to gratefully 
appreciate the interest which Great 
Britain has manifested in our cause, nor 
to recognize in the expression of this in- 
terest the voice of kinship. Blood ean- 
not be ignored; and despite whatever 
tends to bring about division and 
estrangement between the’ two great 
branches of the Anglo-Saxon race, the 


fact remains that in blood, destiny and 


language they are one. Stronger ties 
unite us to Great Britain than to any 


other power. 

Dr. Stirling undertakes to show in his 
communication that Great Britain’s poli- 
ey in recent years has been inspired by 
the most unselfish and humane motives, 
regardless of the charges which crities 
have preferred against her. He states 
that the recent famine on the Indian 
frontier was not due to any lack of prop- 
er treatment on Great Britain’s part, but 
solely to the influence of the Mohamme- 
dan fanatics who sought to involve the 
province in the horrors of religioc—svar- 
fare, With respect to the prolonend 
famine in the agricultural districts of 
the province, he states that $50,050,000 
was appropriated by Great Britain to re- 
lieve the sufferers; and with respect to 
the recent Bombay riots, he declares that 
these resulted from the. strong excite- 


| ment caused by efforts to. destroy the 


and | 


plague. Dr. Stirling believes that much 
of the antagonism which exists toward 
Great Britain in this country will be 
overcome if the motives which have ac- 
tuated her are rightly understood. He 
states that her influence has been unre- 
mittingly on the side of humanity and 
civilization, and that she deserves the 
sympathy and good will of Americans. 
We do not see why the desire which 


Dr. Stirling entertains in common with } 


many others in this country for closer 
union between the two great English- 
speaking nations, should not be realized. 
While there must necessarily exist be- 
tween them some radical difference of 
opinion growing out of the separate gov- 
ernmental theories which they maintain, 
there is also at the same time énough 
between them in the common ties which 
they possess to warrant them in enter- 
taining for each other mutual admira- 
tion and respect. \ 

A Bloody Month. 

Although March is the month in the 
calendar which is named in honor of 
the god of war, April seems to be the 
month most intimate with strife and 
bloodshed. ‘This observation is special- 
ly true with reference to the great con- 
flicts of American history. 

On April 19. 1775, occurred the first 
battle of the American revolution at Lex- 
ington, Mass. On April 15, 1783, the 
preliminary treaty of peace between 
Great Britain and the United States was 
formally ratified by the provisional con- 
gress which met in Philadelphia. 

Since the part which April thus played 
in the achievement of American inde- 
pendence was so pronounced it seems 
fitting that President Washington should 
have been inaugurated on April 30, 1789. 

The opening gun of the Mexican war 
was fired April 25, 1845. 

On April 12, 1861, the first gunshot of 
the late civil war was fired at Fort Sum- 
ter. General Lee surrendered to Gener- 
al Grant on April 9, 1865. General John- 
ston surrendered to General Sherman 
ov April 26, 1865. 

Is April once more to wear the bloody 
garb of Mars in the strife which is now 
pending between the United States and 
Spain? Such appears to be the decree 
of the fates.

There 
are 43,528 priests, friars and church dig- 
nitaries. 

Spain’s aggregate school attendance” 
amounts to only 1,728,920. She has 97,-

from the official records by one of the 
country’s leading publications, without 
reference to the existing crisis and for 
commercial purposes exclusively.

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Closer Relations with Great Britain. 

Editor Constitution—As one of those who 
entertain a strong desire to see a union of | 
hearts among the branches of the Anglo- 
Saxon rece I have several times before 
been on the point of entering a protest 
against the general tone of unjust 
criticism directed at Great Britain. 

None of her people, I am sure, would 
condescend to beg for a too lenient inter- 
pretation of Britain's movements, but those 
who would fain see her understood cannot 
be out of place in requesting that influen- 
tial newspapers carefully verify their state- 
ments before condemning with such adjec- 
tives as greedy, selfish, brutal, cowardly 
and inhuman a n&tion which, with all her 
failings, deserves them less than most, and 
certainly not more than any other whatso- 
ever, Some newspapers have blamed the 
“cruel neglect’ and ‘‘woeful indifference”’ of 
the British government during the famine 
for the Indian frontier rebellion, which was 
hundreds of miles from the} famine and in 
reality a fanatical holy war against the 
Christian religion; while plans for the re- 
lief of famine had been laid for years, $50,- 
000,000 were distributed and it was greatly 
the unwillingness of the people to leave 
their villages for the centers of distribution 
that caused what distress there was. No 
other famine has ever been so successfully 
met. The local riots in the Bombay presi- 
dency, instead of being due to govern- | 
ment indifferences, result from excitement 
caused by endeavors to destroy the plague 
among the people Whose customs and rell- 
gion foster it. Britain’s rule in India or 
anywhere else is not comparable to that 
of Spain in Cuba. In Armenia she was 
the only country which really tried to help 
the sufferers. In Egypt, she has brought 
order out of chaos, freed ‘and serfs and giv- 
en to the fellaheen an undreamed of com- 
fort and prosperity. Looked at broadly 
her rule has been for years past a bless- 
ing wherever it exists. Britain was never 
truly greedy of land, but as could be 
shown did space permit, it is only recentiy 
since France and Germany have endeavor- 
ed to shut her (and therefer America) off 
from the commerce of the world by annex- 
ing all they could that she has been anx- 
fous to conserve her own interests in that 
regiard. Previously she was no more désir- 
ous of new dominions, which she looked up- 
On as an incubus, than she is now of China, 
but in one way and another she has been 
forced into acquisition for the protection. 
of her citizens: and, unless the first occu- 
pants of a land have sole right to it for 
all time, Britain has as much moral right 
to her dominions as we modern inhabitants 
of America have to be here. 

For humanity’s sake this country ought 
to rejoice to see the ruthless sway of muf- 
derous savages (often far worse than Span- 
ish rule in Cuba) give way before the pax 
Britannica and for commerce’s sake that 
the waste places of the earth should fall 
into the hands of the only country which 
opens their doors to all others on terms 
equal to her own, rather than that France 
or Germany should close them to all save 
France or Germany alone. 

There is here an enormous lack of under- 
standing concerning Britain’s present mor- 
al position in the world; her friendly feel- 
ings toward this country are by no means 
realized, while the idea of the extent and 
nature of her freedom and that of her clo- 
nies (by many who know both countries 
held to be even superior to that of the 
United States) one hears expressed as -that 
Of an “effete monarchy,”” an appellation 
in every way undeserved. But it would 
take much more. space than you could 
Spare at present for a letter which would 
do justice to this subject. I desire to thank 
you in advance for your courtesy in per- 
mitting me to criticise the spirit of unjust 
opposition to Great Britain, my sole and 
Strong desire being to help to bring the 
truth to light and to add my erain of in- 
fluence toward a greuter cordiality between 
the branches of our common race.

Official confirma- 
tion of the Associated Press reports rela- 
tive to the removal of ‘20,000 troops to the 
coast’’ was received at the department of 
the gulf here last night, and the @ifferent 
cities were instructed to furnish accommo- 
dation. 

The massing of the troops tn Atlanta and 
On the coast means nothing less than an 
invasion of Cuba, according to the opin- 
ions of army officials whose opinions are 
valuable. They say there could be no other 
purpose for bringing Aich large bodiés of 
men here. All the cavalry regiments are 
coming, with three exceptions, and this 
may be regarded as the greatest proof that 
war is coming. The army officials have 
claimed all along that when the cavalry is 
moved here war will be certain. The offt- 


“cials do. not believe that the war depart- 


ment would desert the forts in the great 
northwest where troops are always needed 
if war was not intended. 
To Buy Supplies in Atlanta. 

The commissary department in Atlanta 
will be hard pressed during the rush of 
troops southward. Major Dravo, the head 
of this department, will have to supply all 
of the 20,000 troops and this means car- 
loads of provisions every day. He will buy 
every pound of supplies in Atlanta that 
he can advantageously purchase here. He, 
like General Graham, ‘has a good opinion of 
Atlanta as a purchasing and distributing 
point and it is his announced intention of 
making this the base of supplies ultimate- 
ly. What provisions he cannot buy here he 
will buy in Chicago, St. Louts and New 
York. There are certain kinds of provis- 


ions which it will be necessary to purcliase | 


in Chicago. 


During the next week thousands of guns | 
and fighting equipment by carload will pass | 
through Atlanta. The equipment for the 


greater part of the army will come through 
here and it will keep the railroads busy

the horses for the cavalrymen. All of the 
railroad officials are notified to get all 
available cars and running equipment ready 
for the transportation of troops and sup- 
Plies. Telegrams came in to railroad offi- 
cials all night long last night and several 
of the officials remained up to attend to 
the army business. 


Another company of the Fiffh United 
States regiment of infantry stationed 
at Fort McPherson, left last  n’'ght 
at 7:50 over the Central railroad for Tybee 
island, as foretold in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion. The Constitution toh that the troops 
would be moved today and shortly after the 
paper reached the public General Graham 
telegraphed orders from Charleston direct- 
ing that Company H, under command of 
Captain Hobart K. Balley, be immediately 
sent to Tybee. 

The troops at the fort were already in 
roadiness to leave, and the company de- 
tailed left on the first train. The depart- 
ment officials asked the railroads for bids, 
but none responded except the Central, the 
Southern not caring to compete. The Cen- 
tral at once sent two baggage coaches 
and several passenger coaches to Fort 
McPherson and the soldiers began their 
work of loading equipment and supplies 
on the cars. All day long there was bustle 
and confusion around the little station at 
the fort. 

At 7:50 o’clock the regular train to Sa- 
vannah stopped at the fort and took on 
the special train of soldiers, Captain Balley 
was the onlys commissioned officer to go 
with the company, as none of the lleuten- 
ants were at the post. 

Company H is the second detachment 
of troops to be sent from Fort McPherson. 
Three weeks ago The Constitution said that 
the regiment would be split up and the 
companies sent to different points. This 
was strongly and vigorously denied by the 
officers of the regiment. The first company 
to go was company B, which was sent to 
Fort St. Francis, at St. Augustine. 

General Graham im his order to Company 
H, does not give any intimation of the du- 
ties that will be assigned to the company 
after it reaches Tybee. In an interview with 
The Constitution before the troops were 
ordered away he said they were’ needed 
to keep loafers and sightseers away from 
the fortifications, but this was merely an 
excuse prompted by policy. It was said at 
the fort yesterday that the troops of com- 
pany H would be assigned to work in as- 
sisting the artillery forces at Tybee in 
placing the guns and mounting them. 
None of the big guns are yet mounted and 
if war is to come there must be haste and 
hurry in getting Tybee in shape to repel 
an attack against Savannah.

TUBE RESTORED 


Allanta Artillery Men Can Hoy 
Rejoin the State Troops 


DISCHARGED BY COURT MARTIAL 


Rose Up Against Capialn Kempton and 
Were Dismissed ftom Service. 


GOVERNOR TO REMOVE DISABILITIES 


He Will Grant the Order This Morning 
and Thirty Prominent, Atlanta 
Men Will Rejoice—They 
Will Enlist To Fight 
Spain. 


A military order will be issued this morn- 
ing by Governor W. Y. Atkinson, comman- 
der-in-chief of the military forces of Geor- 
gia, removing the disabilities of the twenty- 
five members of the Atlanta Artillery who 
were discharged by the famous courtmar- 
tial of March, 1897, which caused the great- 
est military sensation Georgia has had in 
years. 

Twenty-two of the young soldiers of the 
Artillery company were discharged for the 
good of the service and three, Guy Thur- 
man, H. G. McCord and W. A. Sanges, 
were dishonorably discharged. The order 
of the courtmartial affecting these dis- 
charges is wiped out by the restorative or- 
der to be issued today. The matter is now 
in Captain Brown’s hands and he will! turn 
it over to Governor Atkinson this morning. 

Captain Brown said yesterday that the 
order removing the disabilities of the dis- 
charged, soldiers would not reinstate them 
in the state troops, but would place them 
in a position where they can join any mil- 
itary company in the state or elsewhere. 
The effect of their discharge was to shut 
them entirely out of military service and to 
make them ineligible for membership in 
any company. 

The young men who are concerned are 
among the best young business men of

The twenty-five young men sent their pe- 
tition to Governor Atkinson nearly a week 
ago and he referred the matter to Captain 
Oscar Brown, acting adjutant general of 
the state, telling Captain Brown that he 
would be willing to remove the disabilities 
if the boys made the proper statem:-nt of 
their case to the adjutant general’s office. 
This the young men cheerfully €id and to- 
day they will be restored. 

The discharge of the members of the At- 
lanta Artillery left that company with 
about eleven active members, but it has 
since been recruited to a larger number. 
The courtmartial which tried the members 
will always be remembered in military cir- 
cles as a very sensational affair. The 
court was in session more than a week ana 
the whole state waited for a month for the 
verdict. 

The discharged members were charged 
with an uprising against their captain. J: 
F.. Kempton-was then captain of the com- 
pany and for some reason appeared to be 
unpopular with some of his men. It was 
charged that W. A. Sange, Guy Thurman 
and H. G. McCord started a petition amcng 


, the men asking for the resignation of Cap- 


tain Kempton. This petition was signed 
by over thirty, so it is claimed. The men 
were discharged for this act of inswbor- 
dination. 

Governor Atkinson said last night that 
he had consented to remove the disabill- 
ties of the men and the order will be issued 
today.

The learned medical men in attendance 
upon her fear injury to her spinal cord, 
and to prevent this have devised a cage- 
like appliance for the head. Trained nurs- 
es never leave her side. The result of the 
fracture is a complete paralysis of the mo- 
tor muscles, Mrs. Whitney being able to 
move only the tips df her fingers. Her 
brain is perfectly uninjured and she seems 
to be appreciative and awadre of all that is 
being done for her. : 

Mr. Whitney is said to be deeply moved 
at his wife’s condition and to stop at no 
expense to relieve her suffering. She en- 
joys the exclusive care of an expensive 
staff of physicians, who have been induced 
to suspend practice in New York that they 
may be near her; but that does not satisfy 
Mr. Whitney. A little while ago he conceiv- 
ed the idea that his wife would enjoy a 
better chance of recovery if she could be 
moved to New York. To render this possi- | 
ble, his luxurious private .car was fitted 
up for a sick room, under the direction 
of the physicians. Then, in order that the 
invalid might be moved into it with ease, a 
section of the side of the car was cut out 
in such a way that it could be replaced 
without difficulty. 

But deeper study convinced all-that the 
problem of removing the patient with per- 
fect safety remained to be solved, and 
the project was abandoned.

Mr. W. V. Brumby, a well,known Ala- 
bama newspaper man, was in the city yes- 
terday en route from Rome to Mobile.

Since his graduation frcm the academy he 
has been prominent ffm the several grades 
through which he was promoted, and sey- 
eral years ago the government sent him to 
France, there to make a special study of 
certa.n naval affairs. His invention of 
the “‘Brumby anchor” brought him into 
general attention, and in recognition of his 
ability as an officer, the navy department 
awards him important billets on all occa- 
sions. 

Lieutenant Brumby’s old friends at home 
expect him to give a good account of him- 
self, as. no doubt he will do, since he comes 
from fighting Georgia stock. His father, 
the late Colonel A. V. Brumby, graduated 
from West Point in 1833 and was a distin- 
guished officer in the United States army 
before the war, resigning to become pres- 
ident of the Georg.a Military institute, 
Marietta, which turned out so many prom- 
inent confederate officers. Colonel Brumby 
commanded the Fourteenth Georgia regi- 
ment in Virginia until disabled. 

Ensign Frank Hardeman Brumby and 
Lieutenant Robert Russell, both of Athens, 
are the other representatives of this fam- 
ily now serving on Unde Sam’s warships.

“T witnessed a thrilling scene once in Ant- 
verp.

‘The Star-Spangled Banner,’ and all the 
rest. Each received more or less applause 
and the representatives of each national- 
ity had reason to be proud of the recep- 
tion. Finally the musicians began to play 
‘Dixie,’ but they had not gone half a 
dozen bars before the applause began. 
There was just a ripple at first, but when 
the conclusion came, the whole audience 
of 3,000 people went wild. The applause 
was like thunder. I do not suppose there 
were half a dozen Americans present and 
only two southerners among them, but it 
made our hearts leap to hear that remark- 
able cheering. The orchestra had to re- 
peat it. There is something in ‘Dixie’ 
which stirs the blood, no matter where it 
is heard, and jit excites more applause 
today the world over than any national 
air.’’ 

“Ta Marseillaise’’ was originally compos- 
ed by a royalist officer, and it came to be 
the baitle hymn of the revolutionists. It 
may be that “Dixie” will yet come to %e 
the recognized air of America, as it is to- 
day the most popular of all the martial 
music.’’ 


“T met a Cuban in Jacksonville the other 
day who is teaching Spanish and French 
there for a living,”” said a commercial trav- 
eler at the Kimball yesterday.

The 
railroads have already been asked to fur- 
nish transportation for the following 1¢s- 
iments,‘ which will be sent to Sullivans’ 
island, to defend Charleston, Eighth infant- 
ry, Seventh infantry and Fourth infantry. 

The troops will be brought from Denver, 
Chicago and Cheyenne. The Eighth & = 
der command of Colonel James J. Van 
Holt, and has been stationed at shay 
Russell, in Cheyenne, Wyo. The Bev- 
enth is under command of Colonel Dariel 
W. Benham, and has been stationed at 
Fort Logan, on the Denver and Rio Graner. 
between Leadville and Gunnison. The 
Fourth is commanded by Colonel Robert 
H. Hall. This regiment is now at Fort 
Sheridan, Chicago. 

The removal of these troops was con- 
templated before the sweeping order of 
yesterday, ordering all to the coast, but it 
is hardly probagle that any change will 
be made in the original plan ‘or earrying 
these companies to Charleston, a8 trans- 
portation has already been asked fer. 

The Southern and Western and Atlantic 
railroad offices have been asked to 
provide transportation, and the bids of 
these two roads have already been filed 
with the war department. Which road 
will talze the troops has not yet been an- 
nounced. 

This will be the largest movement of 
that has been made through At- 
lanta. Of course it will be but cne of 
many fully as large, but it will be the 
first large detachment to pass through. 

The forte where these regiments hav® 
been stationed will be practicaly desert- 
ed. Many other forts in the nortnwes 
are being deserted by the troops concen- 
trating at different points so us to pe con- 
venient to the Florida coast. A large cav- 
alry force is now in St. Louis, ready for 
removal to the coast or to Chickamauga. 
Beside this torce the Eleventh infantry 
has been concentrated at Jefferson bar- 
racks, in St. Louis, and will be brought 
away at an early hour. There are no ac- 
commodations in St. Louis for the troops, 
and the fact that they are being concen- 
trated there is proof that they are to be 
sent to the coast. 

The Southern railway has been asked fcr 
the transportation of two forces of troops 
from Fort Wingate and Fort Whipple, 
both tn Arizona. Some of these are cav- 
alry troops and are bringing all their fight- 
ing equipment. The cavalrymen are from 
Fort Wingate. They are already on their 
way here.

TWENTY-FIFTH IS NOW IN CAMP. 


Negro Regiment’s Tents Pitched - on 
the Widow Glenn Fieli. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Apri! 15.—The Widow 
Glenn field in the Chickamauga park is 
covered with the white tents of the Twenty- 
fifth infantry. The regiment reached the 
ground at 10 o'clock this morning, but it 
was late in the day before they were com- 
fortably housed. The first section of the 
special train which had brought the regi- 
ment through from Missoula started for 
the camp about 9 o’clock and was followed 
closely by the second section. It was 10 
o'clock by the time the camping ground 
was reached, and 11 o’clock before the regi- 
ment was ready to march to the site of its 
camp 

At that time Colonel Burt took his post 
on a little knoll which saw hard fighting 
in the battle of thirty-five years ago, and 
Adjutant Cochran formed the regiment in 
the Crawfish springs road, which ran just 
below the little elevation on which the 
commanding officer had taken his stand. 
The regiment was quickly in line, and the 
colonel theft marched it through the woods 
and into open grounds east of the Widow 
Glenn house, where the regiment was to 
camp. There was no ceremony about the 
march, it was all business, and done in the 
most business lke and matter-of-fact way. 

Within two hours after reaching the field 
the troops were hard at work pitching 
tents, and by the middle of the afternoon 
they were all up, and most of the baggage 
was in camp and safely stowed away. 

The first order issued by Colonel Burt 
after going into camp was to name it 
Camp Boynton, as he determined to do 
while on his way down. 

At 4 o’clock guard was mounted, and the 
camp was running under the regular mill- 
tary routine, as though it had been there 
for five years.

He 
was determined he would have his way 
about the matter, and realizing he was 
backed by a majority of the councilmen, 
he was more certain of fils position not- 
withstanding the overwhelming majority 
on the other side in the finance committee. 
It is known there that Councilman Thom- 
son proved a war member in that commit- 
tee meeting. The members of the finance 
committee are Aldermen Dimmock, Rice, 
Woodward and Turner, and Councilmen 
Peters, Thomsen and McCullough. 

After the meeting had adjourned it was 
with the greatest difficulty that the *pro- 
ceedings were learned. All the committee- 
men agreed not to give out any action or 
compromises that might have been reached. 
Councilmen Thomson, McCullough and 
Peters were absolutely dumb afterwards, 
and Aldermen Turner, Rice and Woodward 
would talk of nothing but war. 

However, from the resuit, it seems as if 
the anti-preserve fund faction won the vic- 
tory. They said to the other side: “Give us 
that city hall fund to divide between us, 
or you will get nothing for your bridge.”’ 

It seems this suggestion worked well, 
and the committee decided yesterday after- 
noon to divide all the city hall fund with 
the exception of $14,000, which will be kept 
intact as an emergency fund. Yt was de- 
cided to divide the remaining $46,000 as 
follows: 

Sewers, $5,000. 

Veterans’ reunion, $5,000. 

Hospital laundry, $1,500. 
Edgewood avenue grade, $8,000. 
Department of law, $3,000. 
Mitchell street viaduct, $8,000. 
Street ordinary, $5,000. 
Washington street paving, $4,500. 
Electric lights, $36,000. 


Bridge Did Not Get $15,000. 

It will be seen from the above schedule 
that the bridge committee did not even get 
the $15,000 they asked for, which sum is 
necessary to finish the structure this year. 
The $8,000 was agreed on, however, because 
that sum with the $20,000 already appro- 
priated and with the $40,000 of the railroads 
will enable council to sign the contract 
for the steel and masonry work at once, 
so that this part of the bridge may be com- 
pleted at allowing the pavement to 
Wait until next year.

RUDELY blasted romance in which 
A two loving hearts were broken was 

detailed to the crude and morbid 
public of the courtroom yesterday when 
U. 8. Garrison was tried and found guilty 
of counterfeiting. Judge Newman, of the 
United States court, withheld sentence until 
today. 

The story of Garrison's life and his arrest 
is made up of a chaotic intermingling: of 
esimple happiness and love with dire human 
misery: He says that he has always been 
pursued by a cruel destiny, and that he 
has frequently been overtaken. 

Just ‘five minutes before Garrison was to 
have been w@ided to Miss Pearl Capes, of 
Jasper, Ga., on a bright sunny Sunday 
morning three months ago, he was arrested 
on the charge of paying for his marriage 
license with two counterfeit dollars. He 
was torn away from his sweetheart and 
brought to Atlanta, where he has been 
since. Garrison regards it as especizlly 
cruel that he should have been arrested 
by an uncle of the young lady he was to 
marry. 

Garrison has entered a plea for a new 
trial. His attorney, Colonel William T. 
Day, says he is innocent, and that it can 
be proved. Garrison will, if he gets his 
new trial, introduce in his defense the 
testimony of some of the young lady's 
friends, who he says will swear that they 
know of his whereabouts on the nights 
when it is charged he made the counterfeit 
coin, 

The trial yesterday was quite interesting. 
Garrison was accused of being a leader of 
the celebrated Pickens county gang of 
counterfeiters who have given the United 
States authorities so much trouble. Some 
of this gang are serving sentences, and 
several others should. be, according to the 
declarations of the United Siates officials. 
Ves Stepp, the leader of the gang, is now 
serving a sentence in Floyd county, 
some offense. Garrison was found euilty 
yesterday of passing counterfeit coin, and 
he may at his new trial be able to prove 
that he was not cognizant of the fact that 
it was counterfeit, 

He hopes that he will yet fall heir to 
smiles from good fortune, and that he will 
be released, to go home and marry the 
young girl who is still true to her youthful 
lover. Garrison claims that his arrest was 
instigated by the mother of his intended 
bride, who, he says, objects to bim. as a 
son-in-law on the grounds that he is too 
wild. But he says he is determined to some 
time marry Miss Capes, and show 
mother that he is not so bad after all. 

The two young people have lived near 
each other all of their lives in the towering 
mountains of north Georgia. At school 
they were playmates, and since that time 
they have been lowers. They were at a 
friend’s house to be married on the morn- 
ing when Deputy United States Marshal 
W. Lee Capes arrested Garrison. Garri- 
son smilingly pulled out his license and 
requested his friend to drop the paper into 
his trunk until he came back from Atlanta, 
when he would use it.

notice of entry to the tMspector general of 
rifle practice at Savannah five 
days before the competition 

“The -tnspeetors of rifie practice of regi- 
ments and unassigned baitalions are com- 
manded to attend this competition.

BROAD AND ALABAMA STREETS. 


REGULATE STREET SPRINKLING 


———— —— 


Street Committee Recommends an Or- 
dinance Yesterday. 


PARTS OF STREETS TO BE DRY 


Harry Stockdell Argues for the 
Wheelmen—Lucile Avenue To 
Be Improved.

The streets and ordinance committees of 
city council met in joint session at the'city 
hall yesterday afternoon and chief among 
the topics for consideration was the ordi- 
nance reguiating street sprinkling so as to 
prevent danger to bicyclists and vehicies. 

Mr. Harry Stcckdell was present to repre- 
fent the wheelmen Of the city and present- 
ed an ordinance somewhat different from 
the one introduced at tbe last session of 
council, but equally, if not more effective. 
The measure was discussed for some time, 
and will be reported favorably at the next 
session of council Monday afternoon when 
it will no doubt be passed. 

The ordinance requires that all paved 
streeta or avenues over thirty-three feet 
wide shall be sprinkled one side at a time, 
giving sufficient time for this side to dry 
before the other is sprinkled. On streets 
less than thirty-three feet wide a space 
four feet wide must be left dry by the 
sprinklers not to be sprinkled until another 
space on the other side of the street has 
time to dry. This regulation js not to in- 
terfere with the present system of night 
sprinkling of the sanitary department be- 
ginning every night at 10 o’clock. 

It is also probable that the authorities 
will require the style of sprinkler now in 
use to be changed. The , streets are flood- 
ed with too much water, when a %Iless 
amount of water let out through smaller 
holes would be much better. This regulation 
of sprinkling will be an innovation for the 
wheelmen, as heretofore the asphalt and 
other pavements have been exceedingly 
dangerous just after being sprinkled. 

Councilman Hammond's ordinance intro- 
duced at the last session of council re- 
quiring all residents in the fire limits to 
clean their sidewalks every morning before 
8:30 o’clock was turned down. The commit- 
tees decided tan old ordinance in force for 
some time requiring all citizens to keep 
their sidewalks clean was sufficient if 
properly enforced. 

A petition signed bv 
citizens Of Washington street was pre- 
sented asking that that thoroughfare be- 
tween Crumley and Waverly Way be re- 
paired and laid with chert, The committee 
did not consider the petition favorably and 
it was held up indefinitely. ° 

The committee decided to recommend the 
appropriation of $100 for the laying of side- 
walks and curbing on Lucile avenue in 
West End.

A Verdict of Not Guilty After Twenty- 
Four Hours’ Deliberation.

DEFENDANT WAS OVERJOYED 


Shook Hands with Each Juryman and 
Showed Much Emotion While

of the murder of Charles Nobles. The ver- 
dict of the jury was handed in at 19 o’ clock 
yesterday morning and was well received 
by those who were present and the court. 

Manning was overjoyed with the news 
and showed much emotion when the re- 
sult of nearly twenty-four hours’ deltibera- 
tion on the part of the jury was announc- 
ed. He was profuse in his thanks to the 
jurymen and shook the hand of each of 
them as they went from the room. 

Judge Candler réminded him that he was 
still a member of company F, of the Fifth 
infantry, stationed at the post, and Man- 
ning went there today to rejoin his com- 
pany with the cloak of suspicion and guilt 
removed from his shoulders, 

The murder of Private Nobles will prob- 
ably remain a mystery. He was assassi- 
nated by some unknown person in January 
last on the highway between Atlanta and 
Fort McPherson. The afternoon previous 
to his murder he had a quarre) with Man- 
ning, who belongs to the same company, 
and this was attributed to be the motive 
Manning would have had to kill him. It 
was the strongest part of the evidence for 
the defense. 

The verdict handed in by the jury was 
found after a long and@ tedious deliberation, 
Many of the jurymen were tired out and 
glad to get away when the hast Man con- 
sented to give his voice to a verdict of not 
guilty. : | 

When the jury retifed Thursday night, 
after repeated votes had been taken, it was 
thought that a verdict had been obtained 
at that time. The roll was called and only 
three men said they thought the evidence 
too strong to let the prisoner go free. Yes- 
terday morning the jury was again polled 
and it was found that the vote was the 
same, but in a short time all but one of 
the jurymen favored the prisoner, and the 
one remaining was in a short time con- 
Vineed that the evidence did not justify a 
verdict of guilty. At 10 o'clock the ver- 
dict was finished and ready to be handed 
to the court. ,
